Mr. Ettcr announced that the refund 


would be made to each individual 
taxpayer on presentation of tax re- 
ceipts at the office of the Washington 
Telegraph (in Washington), any time 
between the annual July settlement 
of the county with the newspaper, and 
January 1, 1933. 


Refunds will be made in person

Squirrels May Be Killed 


From Middle of May 


to June 18 


the season for shooting squirrel Will 


open throughout the sUte on May IS 
and will ctthUftuiuntil June 15, It 
was announced by Guy Amsler^ sec- 
retary of Vhe Arkansas Qame and Fish 
Commission. Between June IS and 
October l it wilt bo unlawful to shoot 
rqulrrels In any part of Arkansas but 
the autumn open season will- begin 
October 1 and continue until January 
1. All special squirrel laws or laws ap- 
plying to certain counties were held 
invalid by the supreme court, there- 
fore the general law governs. 


The closed season against the use 


of artificial bait will end May 15, after 
which date fishermen arc at liberty 
to take any kind of game fish with 
llVo or artificial bait. A bag limit of 
15 crapple or .bass and six trout will 
apply but, there is no limit to the 
other kinds of game fish which may 
bo caught. All trout of less than 12 
inches In length must be returned tb 
the water.' There is ho size limit on 
any other kind of fish .

Sudan Grass Fine 
For Stock Grazing 


Splendid Results Obtain- 


ed by Use of Crop to 


Aid Pastures 


A good permanent pasture is the 


source of the cheapest seed which can 
be produced on the average farm in 
Arkansas. However, in dry weather 
during the summer most permanent 
pastures do not supply such grazing, 
states D. Jj Burleson, Extension agron- 
omist. University of Arkansas Col- 
lege of Agriculture. During such per- 
iods there is need for some tempor- 
ary grazing to tide over the drouth. 
Sudan grass is well adapted for this 
purpose. This grass stands dry, hot 
weather as well as any crop we have 
and will produce quick grazing or an 
early hay crop for tin emergency. 


On land that is fairly fertile, it is 


advisable to plant Sudan grass in rows 
and cultivate two .or three times. 
About 8 pounds of seed are required 
to plant an acre in rows wide enough 
to cultivate. On fertile land about 25 
pounds of seed may be sown broad- 
cast. If broadcast seeding is intend- 
ed for hay ,it is a good plan to mix 
cowpeas with it, thus improving the 
quality of hay. 


Sudan grass should be planted in 


May for best yields, but the crop is 


j adapted to late planting. As an emer- 


gency feed crop Sudan may be plant- 
ed as late as the last of June.

Aid Pastures 


A good permanent pasture is the 


source of the cheapest seed which can 
be produced on the average farm in 
Arkansas. However, in dry weather 
during the summer most permanent 
pastures do not supply such grazing, 
states D. J. Burleson, Extension agron- 
omist, University of Arkansas Col- 
lege of Agriculture. During such per- 
iods there is need for some tempor- 
ary grazing to tide over the drouth. 
Sudan grass is well adapted for this 
purpose. This grass stands dry, hot 
weather as well as any crop we have 
and will produce quick grazing or an 
early hay crop for an emergency. 


,On land that is fairly fertile, it is 
advisable to pi-snt Sudan grass in rows 
and cultivate two or three times 
About 8 pounds of seed are requirec 
to plant an acre in rows wide enough 
to cultivate. On fertile land about 25 
pounds of seed may be sown broad- 
cast. If broadcast seeding is intend- 
ed for hay ,it is a good plan to mix 
cowpeas with it, thus improving the 
quaUty of hay. 
. 
Sudan grass should be planted in 


lyiay for best yields, but the crop is 
adapted to late planting. As an emer- 
gency feed crop Sudan may be plant- 
ed as late as the last of June.
